Accountant's desk, than learn a trade which 
would bring them manly Strength, health 
and independence. In point of fact, tho 
method they choose is the least likely to 
achieye the advancement aimed at, for the 
supply of candidates for positions as ‘ er- 
rand boys,’ dry goods clerks, and kindred 
occupations, 18 notoriously overstocked ; 
while on the other hand, the demand for 
really skilled mechanics of every description 
ig us notoriouely beyond the supply. The 
crying need of the country to-day is for 
skilled labor; and that father who neglects 
to provide bis son with a useful trade, and 
to sce that he thoroughly masters it, does 
him a grievous wrong, and runs the risk of 
helping, by so much, to sucrease the stock 
of idle and dependant, if not vicious mem- 
bers of society, It is stated in the report 
ot the Prison Association, lately issued, 
that vf 14,596 prisoners confined in the 
Pgnitentiaries Of thirty States in 1867, 
seyenty-seven per cent., or over 10,000 of 
the number had never learned a trade.

‘The Short Sea Route to Europe, 


The journals of the Maritime Provinces 
having frequently referred to the sliurt sea 
route to Europe, a correspondent in the 
New Dominion Monthly of February points 
out its advantages thus ;— 

*, These noble, unpeopled 
valleys (of Newfoundland) are a thousand 
miles nearer Britain than Canada, and yet 
they are entirely overlooked. They com - 
mand the entrance to the Gulf of Sr. Law- 
tence, and here a coaling station for 
steamers might be established. Here, too, 
onthe sboreof St. George's Bay, will be 
{the Railrond destiued one 
duy to traverse Newfoundland, and by con- 
hecting the western shores with St, John’s 
will furnish the shortest sea route to 
Europe. It 1s calculated that swift steamers 
could make the passage from Valencia, in 
Ireland, to St. John’s in four anda half 
Gays; the railroad across the Island would 
be 250 miles in length, « steamer would 
run from St. George's Bay to Shippegan 
Harbor, Bay of Chaleur,in12 or 15 hours, 
where a branch of the Intercolonial Rail 

way would forward passengers aod mails 
to all parts of the United states and Cana- 
da By this route passengers and mails 
from London would reach New York in 
seven days, 4 short sca-passage would be 
secured, and allthe dangers from fogs, ice 
und storms slong the American ‘cussta 
would he avoided. The dangers of crossing 
the Atlantic would be reduced to # mini- 


mum, and three or four days would be 
saved,”

The Sugar Season. 


In the midst of the snow and ice which 
surround us itis diffleult to realize that 
ploughing has already commenced in Vir- 
ginia,and that further south tho spring 
flowers arein bloom. All this reminds us 
that the season for what has come to 
eve of our regular industries—namely ma- 
ple sugar making—is at hand. Owners of 
sayar bushes are becoming convinced that 
itis to their interests to procure und use 
evaporators rather than pans in making 
sugar and syrup. Mr. W. J. Ohaniberlain 
in uw letter tothe American <Agriculturist 
says that his last year’s experience copvii= 
ced him that half the timo, labor and fuel 
are saved by the evapofator, and better 
sugar aod syrup isobtained. Tho eyapor 
ator is of almost any desired length, (that 
used by Mr. ©, being 15 feet). It is made 
of heavy galvanized sheet.iron with pine 
sides. The bottom is divided into spaces 
six inches wide, by hollow sheet iron par- 
titions one and a quarter inches wide,open 
on the under side of the evaporator so as to 
allow the heart to reach as much surface 
as possible. Theso partitions start alter 
nately from the opposite sides of the evap= 
orator and stop six inches short of its entire 
width, so that the sap will flow back and 
forth in seeking its outlet nt the lower ond, 
This evaporator atands on tho arch project 
ing threo inches oh each sido and at the 
ends, #0 as to protect tho pino sides from 
the firo and secure a particularly cool plice 
tor tho scum to stond until it can be con 
yeniontly skimmed off. Tho aap enters 
from the vat or reservoir by a rubber tubo, 
which is so arranged that a float valve in 
tho eyaporator causes a pair of jaws to close 
up on it and checks tho flow of #ap us soon. 
as cnough passes, When thero is an inch 
of sap in tho evaporator a brisk fire may be 
lighted, and tho regulator sot at one anda 
quarter inches, After boiling half wn hour 
a fow pailfuls should be drawn from the 
syrup faucet at the lower end and poured 
back into the evaporator at the upper ond, 
In halfan hour a thick ayrop will form 
hore which may be run off constantly in a

The Programme, 

Versar ‘ob. 28, —Last night ata banquet 
the Emperor showed his guests a preliminary 
treaty of peace signed an hoar before, and ac- 
cepted the felicitations of augast personages 
present, The Emperor embraced Von Moltke 
and Von Roon, and expreased deep gratitude 
for the Invaluable services of these oMcers. His 
majesty’s health will probably preveat his re 
ylowing the troops on horseback, but he certainly 
will reviow them on on the Champ de Mare, 


{c fe the Intention of his majesty to witness 
tho entry of the cloventh corps at the encelute 
va Wednesday morning, The reasons for bia 
doing this are obvious to all who are acqualoted 
with the state of public feeling in Paris and 
vicinity, 

The spot selected for thes purpose is kept 
secret. 

‘The 11th corps will have the honor of being 
the first Prussian force that will occupy the 
capital. Atllo'clock precisely they will enter 
with colors fying and bands playing in full war 
strength, 30,000 strong, With 06 Held guns, 

At the end of three days they will bo relleyed 
by another corps, probably the Goarda, The 
process of relief will probably jnvolve the pre~ 
sence of 60,000 German soldiers within the en- 
clnte atone time. Each corps will remain 
three days and be succeeded by another yntil 
all have had a term. 

The whole period of occupation has pot yet 
been defined.

How to get rid of Stumps. 


W. G. Comstock, of East Harford,Conn., 
writes that when in the Northwest recent= 
ly, he was told of the practice in the 

Superior region: “In the fall, bore an 
inch or an tech aud a quarter hole, accor— 
ding to the sizo of the stump, vertically 
into the middle of the stump, eighteen 
inches deep, and put into it an ounce to an 
ounce and a balfot saltpetre ; fill the hole 
with water and plugitup. Inthe spring 
take out the plug, and par into the hole 
halfa gil to a gill of keresene and ignite 

it, Te will go on burni without any 
blaze until the whole stump to the extrem- 
ity of the roots is consumed, leaving noth ~ 
ing but ashes. The stamp must be moist ; 
an old dry stump will not be penetrated 
by the saltpetre. If itis troc that stumps 
can be consumed so ensily ; it is important.

soldier, under the impression that the ar- 
armistice furnished an irrespensible oppor 
tunity,or that the approach of peace would 
deprive him of a revenge. At Peronne the 
Germansoccupied the citadel th captured 
after a three days’ siege,and were as much at 
home as if inMayence,Rastadt,or say Mount 
Valerien, Sweeping round the battleflelda 
of January—Pont Noyelles—and ot Novem- 
ber~Villers Bretanneux were traversed 
Several mounds indicated where Gaul and 
Teuton thickly lay, and here and there a 
long trench pointed the locality where the 
Carnage was severest, More earth must be 
piled on the eepuichres, as judging from 
the evidence now, when the hot weather 
arrives the air will be poisoned, Owingto 
the graves the husbandmen must leave many 
large tracts of soil uncultiyated for this 
year. In a few ins\ances where a grave was 
inconvenient, its occupant was being dis 
interred and re-buried ina more retired 
spot. Trees bear the traces of shells, and 
the earth their furrowed track—a few 
cabins are still blackened ruins. The 
thousands of wounded that hitherto occu~ 
pied the villages are reduced to a few scores, 
On arriving at the Amiens station there was 
something of the bustling life of former 
days. French officials strangely worked 
side by side with the Prossians—locomo- 
tives lay shunted in files puffing and whiat - 
ling, with long lines of waggons filled with 
provisions from Dieppe, eager to start for 
Paris as herses for arace. The telegraph 
wires were being rapidly restored, and 
bands of workmen and artizans were await- 
ing for conveyance to repair the damaged 
metals, tightening secre and freshen up 
\ tbe ballast. The line is now in working 
order as far as St. Denis,for pussengers,who 
having obtained a Prussian pass, are at 
liberty to purchase a ticket at a first-class 
fare for  third-class seat, or standing room 
in a truck. The Germans cursorily examine 
the loaded waggons, to bé sure no arms are 
being smuggled into the capital. Many 
people presented themselvés with moun- 
tains of luggage to be transported to Paris, 
the sume push and rush to return as char- 
acterized the exodus froin the city in Sep- 
tember. The luggage had to be left be- 
hind, and such travellers as could show 
they bad fou® days proyisions with them, 
and gave a guarantee not to demand com- 
pensation from the company in case otf 
accidents, were allowed to proceed,

Amiens was not much changed since I 
Just saw it. There was some business doing, 
all the shops were open, but a depressed 
quietness seemed to ragn, The inhabi- 
tants sre evidently making the worst of 
their bad bargain—with ten thousand of 
the enemy quartered upon them. There 
has never been any collision between the 
citizens avd the Germans. One inhabitant 
a'pastry cook, recently attempted to stab 
a Prussian sentry, and after being divarmed 
strove to bite his fingers. Brought red- 
handed before « court-martial he was con- 
demned to death, was immediately 
placed agaivst.a gate in the public square 
and shot; the whole tragedy was commenc 
ed and finished within two hours. There

There aro 8,000 sick and wounded French 
and Prussians in the city; small-pox is 
yery prevalent, I have been entrusted 
with a state seoret, that the Emperor 
of Germany intends decorating the most 
active membera of the English Red Cross 
Knights. It is to be hoped that tho 
gentlemen whe worked will not be passed 
over, The cardinal fault of the English 
ambulance is tbat it has too many ornamen- 
tal officers about it, who fare sumptuously 
evory day at the expense of the Society's 
funds, employing aids to do what they 
were nominated to do, but which their 
social standing would not permit, bor their 
Inability allow, It is a maatter of common

of Germany.” They provide as follows ; — 
The line of demarcation between France and 
Germany as at first propssed is retained, with 
e exception, It commences in the north- 
western frontier at tho canton of Vattenon, in 
the Department of the Moselle, rans trence to 
Lblonyille, Briey and Gorze, skirts the sduch- 
Western and southern boundarica of the arron- 
dizement of Metz, thence proceeds In a direct 
line to Chateau Salins, and at Pettonconrt In 
that arrondizement turns and follows the banks 
gf the rivers Seille and Verzouse,in the Depart- 
ment of Meurtho, to tha canton of Sohirmeko, 
in the northwestern corner of the Department 
of the Vosges, and thence it runs to Shal, divid- 
jug that commune. 


And after that colocldence with the western 
frontiers of the Upper and Lower Rhine Depart- 
ments until it reaches the Canton of Belfort, 
thea {it pasges dljagonally to the Canton of 
Delta, and there terminates by reaching the 
Swiss fronticr, 

An alteration made at the last moment in 
these boundaries gives Belfort to France, and 
cedes additional territory around Metz to 
Germany. Germany \s to possess her acqulsi- 
tlons from France in perpetuity. France will 
pay Germany fiyo milllards of francs, one 
millard at Jeast in 1871, and all the rest in the 
space of three years trom the ratification 

The evacuation Js to commence on the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty by the Assembly, Tho 
Germans will then immediately quit Paris and 
the left bank of the Seine, also the departments 
of Cher, Indre, Loire and Seine Inferleur, Tho 
French troops will remain bebind the Loire 
till the signing of the definite treaty of peace, 
except those in Parle, where the Government 
is not to have excceding forty thousand troops. 

The Germans will evacuate the right bank of 
the Belne gradually, after the slguing of the 
defluite treaty and the payment of balf a 
milliard of france, 


After the payment of two milliards the Ger- 
mune will only hold the Departments of Marne, 
Ardevpes, Mouse, Youges, and Meyrthe. 

After the payment of tureo mililards the 
Germans will only keop fifty thousand troops 
Jo France, bat if a sufllclent money guaranteo 
be given, the Germans will evacuate completuly 
Bt ONCE, Otherwise the three rmililards will carry 
{utorest at five per cent from tho ratification 

The German troops make no further requi- 
sitions ‘Ihe French Government will fiod 
food forthe army of occupation of the coded 
Departments. Favorablo arrangements will be 
made with the lohabitants, and time bu given 
them to movo If they please, and no obstaclo 
will be placed in the way of emigration. 

Tho prisquers will bo immediately iberated 
on the ratitjcation of the treaty,and the French 
railways Willtend thelr carrluges at the same 
prices as to tho Branch Government 

Tho troaty will bo definitely signed at Brus 
fols immediately after the ratification 

After the ratification, the Menagement of all

ing of the members of the county, who had 
Unitedly put their shoulders to the wheel, 
they had carried their point. (Applause.) 
He then passed to the Grand Junction 
Ruilway measure, and read the railway 
resolutions of the Government, comment- 
ing favorably on them, Suppose this coun- 
ty sent men to represent them who would 
give 4 factious opposition to the Govern- 
ment, what would be the result? He also 
read Mr, Blake's amendment to the railway 
resolutions, proposing a division of the sur- 
plus amoung the municipalities. Suppose 
this amendment had carried, what position 
would he occupy? The money would be 
divided amongst the municipalities in pro- 
portion to the population, and such coun- 
ties as Prince Edward, which would not bo 
called on to pay ,a cent to open up the 
country, would reap the benefit, They 
would apply this money to county pur- 
poses, and would not find it necessary to 
impose a cent of taxes for the next five or 
six years. Would that be of benefit to the 
Province? (Cries of ‘No, The Grand 
Junction railway bill had been entrusted to 
his hands, and there had been some clauses 
inserted, that thé intention of the ratepay- 
ers might be oarried oyt, and the money 
applied to no other putpose. (Ap~ 
pluuse). When the third reading ought 
to have been given, De recetyed tustracuons 
from the President of the Board to hold it 
over, Thisihe had dono for five days and 
nights, If he had been the nonentity he 
was called, and had no influence in the 
House, the order would have had to be 
discharged or the third reading proceeded 
with. It passed in its then shape, the Bill 
would have been of butlittle use, He 
afterwards was telegraphed that the County 
Council of Peterboro’ had refused to ratify 
the By-law, and immediately transferred 
the Bill to the Railway Committee, insert- 
ed a clause legalizing the yote of the peo- 
ple, and had it passed—supported by the 
Attorney-Gencral—over the opposition of 
Mr, Blake andthe member for Peterboro, 
(Cheers.) He was the only member of the 
House east of Toronto onthe Municipal 
Committee, and every clause of the large 
Bill reported by that Committee had his 
initials to it. Ifthe next House had the 
same complexion ag the one just dissolved, 
the last tax had been collected for the 
Municipal Loan Fund inthe Town of 
Belleville. (Hear, hear.) This would place 
$40,000 atthe disposal of the County to 
lessen their debt and for the construction 
and repair of roads and bridges. He left 
his case—and he thought it a good one 
anda strang one—in the hands of the 
electors, and had no cause to feel any fear 
for the result of the coming election, (Mr. 
Graham sat down amidst loud applause 
and cheers.) 


The Chairman asked if Mr, Gordon was 
present and desired to address the meoting.

a bad time to ‘swop’ horses. He (Mr. 
Bell) considered that they were in the mid- 
dle of the stream, Mr, Grabam was the 
horse that hed carried them safely go far, 
and, he believed, wascompetent to carry 
them over. He, therefore, preferred him to 
the horse standing on the bank asking to 
be exchanged for Mr. Graham. (Laughter 
sud applause.) He did not blame Mr. 
Gordon for having advocated the interests 
of Trenton. They were told on the highest 
authority that where a man’s treasure was 
there would his heart be also, He would 
like to know where was Mr. Gordon’s trea- 
sure.

with bis interests, and that be would ad- 
yocate that which would benefit himself.

While feelings of humanity impel us to 
accord our sympathy to the prostrate ally 
of England, we cannot forget that her 
misfortunes were mainly brought about by 
a persistent effort to uphold the temporal 
soyereignty of the Pope, and deprive the 
Italian people of the blessings of civil und 
religious liberty.

Destruction of Life and Property. 


Louis. 


Seven Killed and Forty Wotnded. 
Sr, Lours, March S.—A terrific hurricane 
"peered over a portion of St. Louls, between 2 
wnd 8 o'élock this morning, It frat struck an 
wl vator ou the river and took part of Its roof 
off, aud passiog north-east totally demolished 
the frelgut depot of the St, Louls and Vandalla 
railway, the frelght and passenger depot of the 
North eastern railway, two freight depots and 
« large portion of the passenger depot and 
teket office, and o large round house of the 
Ulicago and Alton railway, the car bouse, 
freight office and part of one of the freight de- 
pots of the O. and M, railway, aud the freight 
and passenger depots of the T, and W, railway, 
aod a number of dwelling houses ia the vicinity. 
Rverything within aspace of from 200 to 300 
yards wide was actually torn to plecs. Trains 
were burled from the track, The round house 
ofthe Chicago and Alton road, after belng 
blown down caught fire from an euyine joside 
wid was barned, The engineer of the locomo- 
Jive was burned to death, ‘the number ot kill- 
su vod wounded cannot be slated to-night, but 
seven are known to bo killed, and between 30 
and 40 seriously wounded.

Though disapproving of some of the acts of 
the present Ministry, I consider the results 
upon the whole of the last four years of the 
administration of affuira as satisfactory, The 
union of the Provinces with a separate Local 
Government for each, has greatly advanced 
the interests of Ontario.. ‘The Public Works 
completed and in progress, with the large 
surplus funds in the hands of the Local Goy- 
ernment, is good evidence that the change 
from the former to the present system has 
generally benefitted the Province of Ontario.

‘The Warden sald the Town and County Coun- 
cis hed appoloted Committees, which would 
meet within the next two weeks.

All bave lost no ume in finishing up with 
the electionsand returning @ peace majority 
— to make the most of a bad bargain, de- 
munding inreturn that the representatives 
will display a corresponding quickness in 
securing the country alike from foreign and 
domestic distraction—to commence at oaca 
the work of regeneration and finish by re- 
making France. 


The Prussian quarantine that Paris has 
to submit to, is not expected to ba raised 
till at least the formalities tor the execution 
of the peace treaty be commenced—sa: 
all goes well, within’ the next ten days. 
Bismarck will do nothing on trost, nor 
will Moltke take anything for granted. In; 
the meantime the Germans make | the 
Parisians feel who are their masters, and 
how tight is the hand that reins them in, 
Their promise to receive correspondence, 
to and from Paris, they have so well kepts 
that Versailles has become a vast dead 
letter office. The Teutons are possibly fol~ 
lowing in the wake of the courtiers, who 
during the reign of Louis XIV., amused 
themselves in the same locality, by rifling 
the letter-bags from Paris, to laugh over 
scandal, and speculate on intrigue. It is 
bad enough for business affairs, but to think 
of the thousands who daily wait and watch 
for the epistle sent, but never delivered, is 
painful. Our task masters have allowed 
letters to be transmitted, sealed—it would 
be more considerate to that what has been 
confided to them will be deliverad. 


A striking proof that Paris has return- 
ed to ordinary life, is the resumption of 
the barrier dues, by order of the munici- 
pality, on commodities entering the capital. 
Nothing sure but death and taxes in the 
vale of tears. The citizens are in no mood 
for complaint—only send in the food, and 
such is arriving in quantities to satisty 
every Gargantuan stomach. The cattle 
market of Ia Villete has been re-opened, 
and asthe sheep and oxen wend their way 
to be there sold, and slaughtered close by, 
crowds of people go to visit the scene,point 
ther flogers with joy to these practical 
proofs of Paris being revictusled, Many 
paugbty children doubtless promise to be 
good if brought to eee the sight. In the 
abattoir some hundreds of horses were 
waiting their turn to be converted into 
steaks and prime joints, when tho armis- 
tice allowed them to be replaced by the 
usual class of guests. On being restored 
to civil lifo, at ia asserted the horses neigh « 
ed with delight,sceming to comprehend the 
danger they had escaped. The following

Ravages of the Spotted Fover. 


The Rochester xpress of the 14th inst., 
describes » malignint form of fever which 
has been ravaging Schoharie County, but as 
it does not appear to be contagious, the 
inference ig thatit is due to local causes, 
Fever and small-pox can be cultivated by 
filth, unwholesome food,and waters charged 
with impure substances. Lord Palmerston, 
when asker to order prayers to arrest the 
ravages of cholera in a locality proverbial 
for its dirt and wretchedness, replied that 
before doing so, the dragns ought to be 
cleansed and purified, and the dwellings 
Whitewashed. Small-pox causes heavy loss 
of life in England, owing to the prejudices 
Sgainst vaccination, and /a spreading to 
other countries, but like other forms of 
disease, it can be brought under the con- 
trol of science. If the Schoharie population 
cleaned out their wells, looked after their 
drains, and whitewashed their houses, they 
would run fewer risks. The fact that women 
and children are the victims explains the 
origin of the disease. Women and children 
remain constantly within doors, breathing 
4 contaminated atmosphere, and the water 
they drink must, of course, be supplied 
from the nearest well, while on the other 
hand, the men are engaged in outdoor 
occupation, they inbale a pure current of 
air, and if thirsty, are eo fur removed from 
the family well that they satisfy themselves 
elsewhere. If the case was reversed, and 
the men remained inside the houses and the 
women and children outside, during half 
the day, the death rate Would fall on the 
males—while the fomales 
Such is our non-professional opinion. 

A strange malady, known as the spotted 
teyer, broke out about three weeks since in

Schoharie County, and has produced the 
most fearful ravages. An exchange states 
that in Gallupville, which has a population 
of less than 800, there have been 88 deaths 
in three weeks. Ao equal death rate in 
Albany would amount to 2,210; while in 
New York it would be 52,000 deaths in 
three weeks, the present death rate of New 
York being only 600 per week. The mor- 
tality of Gallupyvillo for the past three weeks 
is without precedent in the history of the 
country. Of those attacked only one has 
yet recovered. ‘he disenso is spreading. 
One of the physicians in Schoharie reports 
1,200 cases as now existing in a district of 
less than ten miles square. 
thus farattacks women and children, Only 
one man has yet died,a Mr. Black. The 
doctors are much divided as to the cause 
of the terrible disease. The most of them 
attribute it to strange vegetuble matter in 
* the water, the wells being lower than ever 
known before. They recommend that the 
water be boiled before using, as the best 
and only way to arrest the spread of the 
disease. The fever commences with pain 
in the head, and extends down the spino, 
accompaniod with vomiting, 
blackens and the face, from the forehead 
down below tho eyes, assumes a dark color 
with purple spots. The patients are delir- 
ious most of the time, and so remain until 
death ensuer, which is in about three days

“T can assure you in all tho sincerity ot 
my heart, that no One respects more than 
myself the Reverend Ministers, and the 
members of your church, I duly appreciate 
their importance, ther virtues and their 
patriotism. I can say, that outside their 
religious order, they have no warmer friend 
than myselt, I have the happiness and 
pleasure to reckon a great number of 
friends amongst the Wesleyan Methodists. I 
may assert that it could not even enter into 
my mind to think of doing anything as a 
minister of the Crown, or as a private indi- 
vidual, which might give offence or cause 
{injustice to the great body of the Wesleyan 
Metliodists or any member of that yenerable 
church. It has been with mea constant 
rule through life to respect the church of 
every one. With me the appreciation of 
the question of religion is not a question 
of majority or minority, nor a question of 
large number or small number, but is a 
question of “fndiyiduality.” Tho religion 
of every individual must be respected and 

protected by the laws of the land, without 

taking into consideration it he belongs to a 
cburch whose members are numerous, or 
whose members are few. 

“T must here tell you that I felt very much 
delighted when my worthy colleague, the 
Hon. Mr. Aitkins, determined to join the 
Government, Lexpressed at the time my | 
pleasure, and remarked that it was a happy 
coincidence that amongst his personal 
merits he was a member of tho Wesleyan 
persuasion, Allow me to to thank you for 
the kind words contained with regard to 
myself in a letter which some time ago you 
wrote to my colleague, Mr, Aitkins.

to that portion of the Military Expedition 
professedly attached to the doctrines aud 
ordinances of our Church, on such terms as 
may be agreed upon “affecting personal 
rights and military obligations and dutics.” 
“Your explanation of the reasons why 
nothing but a formal acknowledgment was 
sent 1n answer to this application, is to the 
effect that all the applicants were treated 
alike, and that the uniform custom in con- 
nection with the Militia service, is to refer 
all such applicants for information as to the 
success or failure of their application to the 
announcement in the Canada Gazetle, I at 
once accept your explanation, so far as the 
usage applies to individuals seeking an 
Appointment, or to bodies designating av 
individual whose appointment by the Gov: 
ernment they desire. Butif you will per- 

mit me, [still think, with all respect, that 
there were reasons, bothin the oircum- 
Stances connected with our application and 
io the nature of the application itself, why 
the letter which we had the honor to fur- 
ward should have received a distinct reply. 

“T think there existed, possibly, some 
misapprehension #8 to the nature of the 
request which that letter contained. We 
did not ask for the appointment of a Wes- 
leyan Minister by the Government as a paid 
Chaplain to the forces, (though if we had 
done so we should but have preferred a 
request which, in a lund which bas no es- 
tablished Church, any Department should 
haye respectfully considered). Our inten- 
tion was to have designated a Minister to 
the work, and to have sustained him. The 
purport of our application was to secure 
“official sanction” to his accompanying 
the troops, in order that his position might 
not be equivocal nor inferior, and that in 
his ministrations he might have all the 
adyantage which those who are recognized 
have over those who are tolerated, and 
nothing more. Ic was for thia purpose that 
the words were inserted—" on terms which 
“may be agreed upon affecting personal 
“ rights and military obligations and duties,” 

An application of this kind involving a 
request for information, and towhich a 
simple notification of an appointment is no 
answer, and still !essa formal acknow- 
ledgement of receipt ; should stand, -as it 
appears to me, on rather different ground 
from the application of an aspirant for office 
who may find his solatium, or otherwise ih 
the Canada Gazette, Moreover, we who 
sent the letters were but representatives, 
with aconstituency behind us who were 
awaiting our report. We duly reported the 
acknowledgment of the receipt of our letter 
—and hoped to beable to report further, 
that its proposal had been carefully canside 
ed. Hence our disappointment and their 
when no further answer came, 


“While I thus venture respectfully to 
express my regret that this view of the 
subject did not occur to the Department, I 
accept with pleasure your disclaimer of any 
intended discourtesy, done through me, and 
my two Reverend brethren tothe whole 
Methodist Church.

How Little Land will keep a 
Cow. 


He 


A correspondent of the American Stock 
Journal makes this statement: “On tho Ist 
day of June last I commenced cutting 
clover for one cow, confined in a yard en- 
closed by a high tigbt board fence, with a 
stable attached, in which she has been fed, 
She has had no feed but freshly-cut clover 
from the Ist of June to the 15th of Octo 
ber, and all taken from one-fourth of an 
acre of ground, Shehas averaged eighteen 
quarts of strained milk per day, from 
which my wife has made eight pounds of 
butter per week during the four aud a 
half months, The Gow is five years old, 
and across ot the Ayrsbire and Durhom, 

Bho bas given more milk, more butter, and 
of a better quality than she has ever done 
on pasture. On another fourth of an acre, 
by mowing four times, I have secured two 
tons of good bay, On one-eighth of an 
acre I have raised 150 bushels of sugar 
beets and carrots, which, with the two tons 
of hay, will keep her handsomely through 
the balance of the year. The labor for 
cutting cloyer for the cow is less than that 
of driving her three-fourths of a mile to 
pasture ; besides the manure saved is quite 
anitem. Inthe dairy districts the usual 
estimate is four acres to the cow, on the 
hay and pasture system ; whereas, by soil- 
ing and raising roots,five-cighths of an acre 
isfound to be sufficient. I will state 
further, what I believe from nearly thirty 
years’ experience in farming, that there is 
no crop so valuable for soiling as clever ; 
no crop so many pounds of which, and of 
equal value for milk aud butter, can be 
produced from an acre of grouad. Sweet 
corn is a good crop tor late feeding, where 
clover will not grow ; but not profitable 
for winter feeding.”

Paris ia andly changed—tho heart seems to 

be cut out of the city. Compared with July ast 
the city isa desert—the inhabitants are moro 
than sorrowfal, boast not of what they have 
bubject with a sigh. 
There is a deceptive, strange calm In theclty, 
On exhaustion following on the fever perliaps, 
but not the symptoms of «fature tranquility, 
Haying arrived at Abbeville the Germans 
were busily occupied recelving tho instal~ 
ments of the ransom levied on the town, 
which was disputed by the people as a viola~ 
lon of the treaty of Versailles. The only 


consolation given was that the payments 
would be placed to the credi 


t of the gonoral 
exponsee of the war. 


A fow miles outside of 
Amiens the firet evidences of destruction are 


met with, Telegraph posts knocked over and 
the wires in every variety of twiat, ‘The train 
commences to pick its stops—we cross a deep 
yawnlog stream, the water of which rashes 
madly Sn « foam, and are soon over the frail- 
looking wood-work, while engineers below 
strain their eyes to observe the test of the 
temporary bridge. At Amiens the station 
ewarma with Germans, all smoking ; on the 
platform # few cavalry horses stand saddled. 
This wasthe point to haye one’s permit 
stamped, to be free to enter Paris and to take 
4“ ticket. I do neither, take chance for the 
first, pay the difference on arriving, bat don’t 
leave your seat, The persona who conformed 
with the ‘strict regulations,’ are, by this 
time, still af Amiens, unleas the authorities 
have had their hearts softened by good 
dinner. The station at Breteuil displays still 
its loop-holed walls, and the enemy did not 
condescend tohonor the stockades with a 
shot, Clermont is a wreck, the goods stores 
4 mass of rains,and not an entire pane of 
glass anywhere. Cerefl has not much auf 
fered, but this Celebrated Junction is dead- 
ness itself. The food trains for Paris here 
take the Chantilly route—the viaduct being 
blown up the carriages pass one by one,down 
an incline over the river by a pontoor bridge, 
and up the steep when the permanent way 
is regained? Our train branches off by Pon- 
tolse; on reaching the river the passengers 
descend, every one carrying his or her bag— 
gage—to regain another train after walking 
the eighth of a mile and passing the boat 
bridge, On approaching Montmorency and 
Enghien the devastation of war is but too 
real. What mansions remain are gutted— 
not « Boul to be seen in the vast expanse of 
rain, The beautifal lake of Enghien, that 
could not be seen by any chance from the 
station, in consequence of the charming yillas 
nestled in arbors and plantations, is from the 
railway to its borders, as bare as a billiard 
ball—the very stones of the houses destroyed 
look to_have been taken away. The tocality 
recalla tomind what must be that”

Is one of those pleasant / poetical fictions 

with which history abounds, especially 

amongst a people #0 accustomed to rely on 

tradition regurding their warriors, esints 

and sages, The real story of the honored 

and revered’ Patron Saint” ot Ireland we 

here transcribe, as given on the latest au- 

thority, 

“St. Patrick was born near Dumbarton, 
and founded many churches before sailing 

from Port Patrick for Ireland. Arrived 

there, he energetically set to work convert- 
ing the heathen and founding churches, 
In explaining the doctrine of the Trinity, 
he plucked a leaf of trefoil and showed how 
three leayes might be united and yet be 
one. The Shamrock has therefore been 
recognized as the national emblem eyer 
since, The saint is also said to have 
charmed all reptiles from the island, so 
that none can exist there, and also to have 
taught the natives the true art of mixing 
their Jiquor—an art which has never been 
lost. He died A. D, 432, at the good old 
age of 123, and was buried in the cathedral, 
city of Down, For some pious reason, the 
Reformers left his name out of the calendars 
but aon Order of Knightbood was establish- 
ed in his honor by George III.”

At the fourth meeting, on February 7th, no 
fustructions had been recelyed by the plenipo-

At the dfth meeting, which was held on the 
18th, the Duke de Brogile was introduced, He 
declared that the French Governmen@saw no 
sufficient reason to modify tho treaty of Paris, 
but it now willingly accepted the arrangement 
which had been partially concladed. 

The Itallan Minister met the objection of the 
Turkish Minister by proposing a new article,

This omendment was accepted freely by Turkey

There were no differences on the otber 
articles, After thelr completion, the Turkish 
and Rugslan plenipotentiarics announced that 
they wore authorized to conclude a convention 
abrogating the stipulations of the treaty of 
Paris relative tothe number and strength of 
thelr reapective fleets In the Black Sea.

BY AX OFFICER EXPEDITIONARY 


(From Blackwood for February.) 

Some weeks ago we presented our read- 
ers With an abstract of the second of this 
very interesting series of papers, in which 
the narrator traced the progress of the ex- 
pedition as far as Fort Francis. We now 
propose to condense the third and last 
chapter, as containing absolutely the only 
valuable or trustworthy description of the 
country at the further end of the route which 
has ever yet been given to the public. 

The voyage down Rainy River commenc 
ed on the 4th August, was most enjoyable, 
occasional rapids providing an element of 
sensation. 


As we glided down,” says the writer, 
“this deep river at the rate of about four 
or five miles an hour, the scenery was very 
pretty. [ts breadth was from three to four 
hundred yards; the banks were wooded to 
the water's edge, with here and there a 
patch of green sward peeping out through 
the trees, while occasionally one came to 
an open park-like clearance, where fine 
spreading oaks reminded oné of Eagland. 
This river is the frontyr between British 
North America and the United States.— 
There are no settlements upon either bank, 
but the number of lodge-poles showed that 
the locality was a favourite one with Ia- 
dians.” This river navigation continues 
unbroken to the Lake of the Woods, 70 
miles west. Many Iodiaus are in the habit 
of camping on the banks for purposes of 
fishing, excellent sturgeon abounding in 
great sizeand number, Wild ducks aro 
also extremely plentiful. The mouth of the 
river was reached on tho second day in time 
for breakfast at Fort Louisa, formerly Hun- 
gry Hill, but ft wasfound very difficult and 
dangerous to cross tho bar into the Lake, a 
gale of wind detaining the party for two 
whole days. Twomore days brought them 
to Rat Portage, where the Winnipeg River 
flows out of the lake's northern extremity: 
Theso two days’ work was not without 
peculiar excitement, a8 many of the boats, 
being uoprovided with guides, utterly lost 
their way among the islands, and had much 
trouble in hitdnyg off the outlet of ‘the 
stream to be descended, In this connection 
the writer remarks : 

“To lose One’s way upon an expanse of 
water like the Lake of the Woods, and to 
wander about in a boat, os the writer did,” 
its maze of uninhabited islands,

Wrsxtrzo,March 4, via St, Cloud, Minn., 
March 21 —The Dominion election went off 
quietly on the 2nd inst., excepting in Lis- 
garand Marquette. Inthe former district 
the voter stood, Schultz 315, Inkster 65, 
The election will be protested on the ground 
of intimidation, bribery and illegal voting. 
At one polling house the poll had to be 
closed twenty minutes aller it opened, in 
consequence of the violence and intimidation 
used, The poll was re-opened, but not by 
the returning officer, In Marquette, the

Jeis, woollen sheets, and beds that required 

it were washed in the last aunshiny days of 
March, Then the carpets were beaten in 
the good wind, and parlor curtains aired; 
then, too, the floors were washed from gar- 
ret to cellar, aud disinfectants provided, 
Now carpets are loosened at thie edges, and 
the dust brushed out at the border without 
taking them up; wall-paper is dusted all 
over with large feather brushes, and all the 
wood-work washed, and windows polished. 
The best way todo this, when they can’t be 
liffed {rom the frames, is tohave a broad, 
shallow tin pan the width of the window, 
made to hook on the seat, to catch all drip- 
ping, and wash the panes with soap-sude 
and a small mop twice as full as a dish-mop, 
Have'a pointed wooden knife, with narrow 
blade, to clean the dust that hardens in cor-_ 
ners unless nice dusting has been given the 
season through. Rinse with fair water, and, 
in the country, windows not exposed to the 
road willdry brilliantly, and need no other 
polish. Dry whiting is used for plate-glass 
and mirrors, rubbed on with woolen cloths. 
All gilding may be cleaned with sweet oil, 
and rubbed dry with whiting.

Wet it again and put more 
noid to it if necessary, replaning the iron, 
The oil of vitrol and sand, washed off with 
saleratus water, is said to remove ink, 
Olean silver door-knobs and hinges wjth 
kerosene aud whiting, applied quickly with 
flannel, and polished with a clean cloth and 
dry whiting, Kerosene and powdered lime 
or fine ashes will brighten tin orany metal 
with the least labor. Alabaster and all 
marbles may be cleaned by mixing powder- 
ed pumice stone with verjuice, and cover-

Tur Marvels ov Apvextone 1m Oun OWN

A work of the most thrilling interest is 

stated to be now in preparation, which will 
present the history and extraordinary ad- 
ventures of the officers and the crew of the 
slip Hansa of the late Germau exploring 
expedition to the North Pole, This ex- 
edition, composed of threc vessels, the 
Germania, the Greenland, und the Hansa, 
did not take the usual route of Arctic ex- 
ploration by Baffin’s Bay, butsailed up the 
eastern coast of Greenland, 
At alate meeting of the Berlin Geo- 
graphical Society, Captain Hildebrand of 
the Hansa read an interesting Paper prin- 
cipally made up ot entries trom the ship's 
log book,giving an account of the incidents 
attending the loss of the veasel and the 
escape of her officers and the crew on an 
iceberg, on which they floated and lived fer 
seven long and dreary Arctic months, 

On the 27th of September, 1869, the 

Hansa reached that part of the ArcticOcean 

which lies in latitude 73 deg, 6 min. north 

longitude 19 deg, 15 min, west, a point 
about as farto’the north as Upernayik on 

Baffio’s Bay. Here the Hansa was com- 

pletely frozen up and hopelessly ice-bound, 

On the 28rd of October following, the 

vessel, crashed by mountains of ice, sank 

in latitude 70 deg. 50 min. north,longitude 

21 deg. weatywhich would be east of the 

Projection on\h:coast of Grecn’and dca: 

ignated on the Cornell maps as Cape 

Brewster. 

All bands took refage on an {ceberg 
which had crushed their vessel, and which 
on measurement, proved to be of the enor= 
mous size of seven marine miles in circum- 
ference, 

There had fortunately been sufficient 
time afforded to rescue boats, rigging, coal 
and provisions from tho vessel; and with 
thecoal a house was built twenty feet 
long by fourteen feet broad, six feet in- 
terior heights, with walls fourand wn alt 
feet thick, This house was soon buried 
under the snow. Slowly, very slowly, the 
immense iceberg now drilted southward 
on (he sea between Greenland and Iceland. 
To January, 1870, during a furious storm, 
the waves broke off large portions of this 
glacier raft, With its dimensions thus 
greatly reduced, an immense chasm open- 
ed one night immediately ia the line ot the 
house apd cut it in two. 


With so much of the ruins of their coal 
patiice as could be rescued, o emall hut was 
built, but of dimensions so contracted that 
it could only shelter six men. Still floating,

Corn Fodder in Orchards. 


To answer to a question by @ correspon~ 
dent, the Country Gentleman 82; Woe 
haye pursued the practice of sowing corn 
fodder in drills in certain convenient por 
tions of our orchards, and we regard it as 
ono ol the best crops for this purpose, Tho 
horse cultivation between the rows gives it 
a similar advantage to that of hoed crops 
generally, while the weeds are effectually 
shaded after the corn is too large to culti- 
yato, The absence of tho formation of grain 
prevents exhaustion to the soil; and trom 
experiments which we haye made on the 
same land by sowing corm In successive 
years, we ure induced to think that it en- 
riches rather than exhausts the soil, the 
roots imparting more fertility than the 
stalke and Icaves take away. Our corres~ 
pondent must judge whether the soll is 
rich enough or too rich for bis fruit trees, 
by the annual growth Which they make, 
and he can control this growth by applying 
or witholding manure, or by cultivating 
freely or sceding grass. One of tho beat 
orebardists in the North prefers tle com 
mon corn crop, ia billa, to any other, bo- 
cause it is essentially o boed crop, and is 
moro effectual to prevent tho growth of 
weeds than potatoes und otker low boed 
crops. His orchards are in full bearing, but 
the same treatment would be equally good 
for young trces nfier once cotabliahed, If 
tho young trees were the main thing wo 
should prefor to give the orchard « clean, 
mellow, bare surface. Next to this, com 
sown thickly fer fodder would exhaust tho 
land less than most othor crops.

As the track winds upward tho cliffs 

grow sheeer and beetling, the peaks are 

higher, the gorges deeper, the fat bits 

fewer and smaller, the remoteness from all 

human life ia more solemnly felt, Day 

was declining, and the sunlight crept high, 

erand higher, lying first across the sombre 

face of the mountain as it looked torth 

from its hood of snow, then on the brown 

woodlands which clothe the steepa, then 

over stretches of dark-green pine forest 

.on colder heights, and last on the white 

summits, until they glowed witha color 

which is like no sunset, but the dawn of 

an eternal day. Sometimes the road ran 

between walls of rock which almost shut 
out thesky ; over these hung frozen water- 
falls, that spring down in summer with o 
single leap—now one huge icicle, fluted 
like a Doric column, The streams that 
feed them are frost-bound in their rocky 
beds; we saw no lining water except the 
torrents which rushes sparkling and foam- 
ing beside the track, its clear waves look- 
ing bright and black between the snow- 
covered banks, Sometimes the road cross- 
ed a bridge where we hung in mid airand 
looked down into the heart of the mount- 
tains rent with gorges and chasms, a mere 
chaos of crags and abysses, and the snow 
lying over all, At long intervals we saw 
perched on afledge overhead a yillage on 
its solitary squalor, a mere huddle ofsoli 

tary cottages, with a little church; in 
auother instant we were looking down 
upon its spire. When the lust of these was 
left behind loneliness became supreme. 
Evening came down upon a prospect which 
was growing stern and awful; the huge 
boulders on the banks and in the bed of 
the stream looked like blocks of solid foo; 
the masses of rock rising abruptly amid 
the snow-covered slopes were as white as 
the burtiers of the Arctic world. For 
While the horizon Was wrapped in the gray 
of twilight, and objects were indistinguish- 
able; then by degrees the moon gained 
power and prevailed, and showed s won- 
derful sgene. There was not a tree, @ 
shrub, arock insight; we were crossing a 
plain sheltered in white, Close above it 
were the highest peaks of the mountain, 
and stooping down over them tho dark 
blue midwinter night sky and its great 
stars.

Upper Canada Tract Society. 


The auoual meeting of the Belleville Branch 
of the Upper Cavada Religious Book and Tract 
Society, was held last evening In the Congrega- 
tlonal Church. Dr, Hope, President of the So- 
ciety, occupled the chair. The meeting was 
opened with devotional exercises, conducted by 
the Rey R. Lewis. In the absence of the Secre- 
tary, AG, Northrop, Esq., Wm Johnson, Esq., 
Was requested to act as Secretary. 

The President briefly alluded to the object of 
Tract Societies, to the amount of good which 
had been accomplished by them, to the broad- 
ness of the platform on which they stood, and 
to the work done by the Belleville Branch, Mr, 
Wm. Johnson was called on to read the Annual 
Report. He regretted that he was not able to 
furnish them with the Secretary’s Report, and 
was, therefore, unable to present even verbally 
the work which had been done by the Lady 
distributors. He could, however, report as to 
the work done by the Young Men's Christian 
Association, That Association pledged Itself 
Jast yearto take up the work In hitherto ne- 
glected parte of the town, and they had endeay- 
oured to keep thelr pledge. They had distribu- 
ted in the Gaol, on the Plains, in Vessels, on 
the Streets, at their Bethel Services, and at thelr 
other out-door meetings, over seven thousand 
pages of tracts. They nad, as yet, heard of no 
rosults, but they believed ** the word would not 
return vold, but would accomplish that where- 
noto it was sent.” They intend during the 
coming year to be as active In the Important 
work of Tract distribution, 

Rev. Thos. Bono, agent of tho Society, and 
Missionary to Seamen,next addressed the meet- 
ing. He was ulad to tell the friends of tho 
‘Tract Society that tho past year had been a pros. 
perous onv; thelr means aud agencies had been 
ioc ed. Manifest tok ol the Master's ap- 
proval had been vouchsafed to thom, and they 
had not Jabored Jn valu in the Lord. Referring 
to the work which was particularly his own, as 
4 Missionary tothe seamon passlog through the 
Welland Canal, bo sald that the hearts of maby 
bad been opoued to susaln this new work of the 
Tract Society, The first year ho used $500 for 
this work, last year $900, and had beside these 
contributions in movey, valuable donations of

The Speaker took the chair at 8 p.m, 
After routino business, 

Sir George E. Cartier moved the House 
into Committee of the Whole to consider 
the resolutions respecting the admission of 
British Columbia into the Union. He re- 
rerred to the Importance of the scheme, and 
the fayorable notices it had received from 
British statesmen. He had no objection to 
as free a discussion as possible, and to the 
consideration of particular amendments, but 
he was bound to inform the Government 
supporters and others thatthe terms before 
the House were of the nature of a treaty 
which were agreed to by British Columbia. 
The amendment of one item or term would 
defeat the whole project. The Government 
would got, therefore, accept anything but 
the piesent terms. He referred to estimating 
the population at 60,000, and spoke of the 
advantage of immediately admitting British 
Columbia into the Union, as in five years 
the population would be 120,000, and we 
should have to pay more, pro rata, than at 
present. With reference to tha Railway to 
connect B, C. with the Canadiag system ot 
Railroads, he gaidthe Cauadian Govern- 
ment did not intend to construct that road 
themselyes. It would be done through com- 
panies and by land grants, British Columbia 
was to cede twenly miles on each side of 
the railway, whioh, for 600 miles of distance, 
would amount to 24,000 sqnure miles or 15,- 
860,000 acres. This land, at a dollar an 
acre, would be worth oyer fifteen millions.

Sir Francis Hincks, in reply to Sir A. T. 
Galt and Hon, Mr, Holton, said that it was 
not proposed to bring forward the railroad 
question this session, The money charge 
was estimated at one million to a million 
uud a quarter dollars per annum, which 
would not involve additional Dominion 
taxation. No capitalists were likely to 
survey at their own expense. The Govern- 
ment thought it necessary that they should 
assume the responsibility for the survey 
and location of the lines, this expenditure 
to be afterwards made a first charge on the 
road. 

Sir 4. T, Galt was in fayor of the ad- 
mission of British Columbia it the const{ 
tuted rights of the colopy were not vio- 
lated, and if no onerous burdens were 
imposed on the reatwf the Dominion. He 
went on at some length to show the amount 
of the imports and exports of the territory, 
and objected to auy period being fixed for 
the commencemont and completion of the 
Pacific railway, He argued that to admit 
such Provinces as British Columbia would 
nocessitute a departure from the principle 
of representation by population, or from 
the financial basis of our Union. He warn 
ed the Government not to incur obligations 
that would prove oppressive to tho people 
of Canada, He wns opposedto terms of 
this kind, however desirous ot extending 
the Union and meeting the wishes of 
British Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Tilley urged that the proposal 
before the House was more advantageous 
to the Dominion than the previous one, 
The old coach road agreed upon, would 
lave cost a good deal, and besides a mil- 
lion a year would hayeto be spent upon 
the railroad, This kind of road had to be 
built,and the sooner the better, Thecoun- 
try would increase ata more rapid ratio 
than three per cent, were the railway ex~ 
teuded to the Rocky Mountains, With 
this growth, in ten years our revenue would 
be§$4,200,000 a year greater than now, with- 
out increasing toe taxes upon a peuple bet- 
ter able to bear them. He could not seo 
how the admission of Columbia could be 
a Gnancial failure. Fifty million acrea of 
land would be available for the construc- 
tion of a road. 

Mr, Mackenzle said if the resolutions 
were in the nature of a treaty,it was useless 
to discuss them. He condemned the 
Ministry for urrogating so much power to 
themselyes, and in not consulting the 
House. He contended that a large por- 
tion ofthe British Columbia land grant 
would be valueless, as the land beyond the 
Rocky Mountains was exceedingly rough 
und generally unfit for agriculture, He 
was feartul of the expenso that Canada 
would be plunged into by carrying out 
this railway, He moved in amendment 
that the House do not resolve itself into 
Committee of the Whole, but that it is of 
opinion that Canada should not be pledged 
to more than proceed at once wilh the 
nocessary surveys, and after the is 
completed, to prosecute it ns tho state of

The common cows are, for instance, muoh 
more hardy and will do much better in rough 
pastures, To this connection, however, we 
may remark that experience bas shown that 
great advantage may bo bad from jotro- 
ducing a thorough-bred bull and raising 
grade-stock, Great improvement may be 
* «made in common stock by use. Cows may 
may be educated to eat and turo thor food to 
good account Thoy pay and sbould be 
taught to bave confidence Ia the forethought 
and kindness of the owner—taught that 
their supply of food is certain, and that it ia 
entirely unnecessary for them tolay un a 
store of fat and flesh to be used during a 
period o' scarcity, as they doin a state of 
paturo, For this reason cowa should always 
be fed Tt also beara with special weight on 
the approaching calving season, as cols 
require more feed to keep them in good 
condition than atany othertime. But there 
aro numerous other reasons for especial care 
now. In many cases of cow not well 
wintercd,it may be necossury for the security 
ofthe cow's life to increase feed about 
on ving time; and surely there is uo better 
way to insure this than by feeding the cow 
grain. While, as we have said, there is no 
Lime at which tho effect ofgood feeding will 
be seen #0 quickly aa at this season in the 
quantity of milk—for jt never affects tbo 
quality—the pvor policy of allowing cows to 
suffer for food at this season will be equally 
marked and last all through the season.

The Canals. 

‘The preliminary part ot the Canal Com- 
missioners’ Report was presented to Parlia- 
ment onthe 27th inst, The object of the 
Commission, as stated in the report, was 
to enquire into the best means of attracting 
an increasing portion of Western traflic 
through Canadian waters, and especially to 
enquire into the following matters, viz ;— 
First, the Welland Canal and the enlurge- 
ment thereof; second, the St. Lawrence 
Canals and the onlargementthereot; third, 
the deepening of the channels through the 
rapids of the St. Lawrence; fourth, the 
deopening of said river in its most shallow 
parts, between the cities of Montreal and 
Quebec; fifth the Rideau Canal and its 
improvement, and the development of a 
trade through the samo; sixth, the con- 
struction of a canal at the Sault Ste. Marie, 
between Lakes Superior Huron; 
soventh, the construction of acanal between 
the St. Lawrence at Caughnawaga and Lake 
Champlain; eighth, the improvement of 
the River Richelieu and Lake Champlain 
line of Canals; ninth, the completion of the 
Montreal and Lake Huron systems of navi- 
gation via the Ottawa and French Rivers ; 
tenth, the construction of the Georgian Bay 
Canal to connect the Georgian Bay with 
Lake Ontario ; eleventh,the construction of 
4 canal in the township of Murray, through 
the neck of land lying between Lako On- 
tario and the Bay of Quinte; and twelfth, 


and 


the construction of a canal through the 
isthmus dividing the Bay of Fundy trom 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence at Bay Verte. 
And they were also instructed to say which 
of the above works should in their judg- 
ment be undertaken,and in what order they 
should be respectively proceeded. with, 
The Commissioners certainly had a very 
onerous duty to perform, whether it has 
been performed satisfactorily or not, In 
their recommendations we flad that they 
suggest that one uniform size of lock 
dud canal be adopted throughout the main 
line of water communication, each lock 
being 270 feet long between the gates, 45 
feet wide and 19 feet of clear draught over 
the sills. The Commissioners consider that 
the works which most claim the attention 
of the Government are the construction of 
the Sault Ste, Marie canal, the enlargement 
of the Welland canal, the Ottawa canal 
improvemets from Ottawa to Lachine, the 
enlargement of the Chambly canal, the 
deepening of the river St. Lawrence above 
and below Montreal, the construction of 
the Bay Verte canal, and the enlargement 
of tbe St. Lawrence canals to the samo 
scale av the Welland. These works are 
considered by the Commissioners as of 
great importance, and so essential to the 
wealth und prosperity of the whole country 
that they hardly know which should be 
lirat proceeded with. Dhey, however, sug- 
gest that tho construction of the Sault Ste. 
Marie canal and the enlargement of the 
Welland canal should first be undertaken, 


As highly important works, though not 
of the same immediate importance, the 
Commissioners class the Upper Ottawa 
canal, the improvement of the rapids of 
the St, Lawrence, and the Murray canal, 
It {a certainly to a certain extent gratifying 
that the commissioners should have made 
honorable mention of the Murray Canal, 
and deemed its construction of some im 
portance, but it would have been far more 
satisfactory to the people of this section of 
the country, as well as to tho shipping 
interests of the country generally, il they 
had recommended its immediate construc 
tion, However, it is one of those public 
works which will be found sooner or later 
to be a necessity, and meanwhile the people 
must continue to use every effort to keep 
the question and its public importance be 
fore the legislatures of the country. 

The Caughnawaga and Erie and Ontario 
canals are mentioned aa works of the third 
class, undertaken by private companies 
which have received the necessary power 
for constructing them from the 
Parlisment. In tho fourth closs is placed 
the Huron and Ontario ship canal, upon 
which the Commissioners do not 
mend any expenciture of the

the whole did them much credit ; at the same 
time he told them that they had some hard 
work to do before they could take their place 
Ho reminded 
them that in a few yoara they would be men 


on a level with other schools, 


aod women, and would have to fill the places 
in the world that their parents held now, and 
it they Improved the advantages offered them 
they would be better prepared to enter upon 
their duties than their parents were. 

His Honor, Judge Sherwood, exprossed 
himself much gratified by what he had seen 
and heard, Hoe was not aware that he had a 
right to visit the schools, until apprised of 
the fact by the Superintendent. He had 
received much gratification from being proe- 
sent on this occasion, and should attend as 
many of the examinations as he could in fu- 
ture, for if, as Mr, Bell said, they had hard 
work to do to place themselves on a level 
with the other schools, the educational insti- 
tutions of Belleville must be ina high state 
of efficiency, The Superintendent did well 
to remind them that they would bo called 
upon in a few years to fill the places in the 
world now held by their parents, and he could 
assuro them they possessed advantages their 
parents nvver had at their age. When he 
himself attended school, they had no such 
spacious, well-lighted, well-arranged, com- 
fortable schonl-houses as the one they were 
sitting in, The schools were mostly held in 
small, confined rooms, in which it was a won- 
der the children retained life and health, 

¥, McAnnany, Hsq expressed himself high- 
ly gratified at the improvement manifested 
in the School, both in the number of-pupile 
and inthe progress which was evidently belng 
made. The hint thrown out by Mr. Irwin 
respecting maps, should be attended to, and 
those important requisites should be supplied. 

Messrs. Shepard and Wensley also in brief 
terms expressed their satisfaction with the 
evidences of progress, 

It being observed that most of the pupils 
wore a badge of white silk, with the word 
“Honor” printed in large characters, Mr, 
Irwin oxplained that these badges were grant 
ed to those who had not received more than 
three misdemeanor marks for talking in 
lesson hours during the three months the 
school had been open, 

‘The Superintendent said he was glad to 
see that so many of the scholars belonged to 
the ‘Legion of Honor.” The right to wear 
these badges was very creditable to the pupils 
and ten times more go to the teacher, who 
had succeeded in 80 shorts time in reducing 
so numerous and miscellaneous a collection 
of children to such perfectorder as he always 
found prevailing among them in his rather 
frequent visits.

This flax seed tea is very 
nutritious, easily digested, and acts as a 
mild cathartic, Linced oil-cake may be 
used for the samo purpose, giving. two 
quarts ofmeal per day,and boiling it in 
five quarts of water for two or three hours, 
until itis thoronghly cooked, It is said 
that if hesfers are liberally fod, for two or 
threo months before cuiviny, they are much 
more likely to prove good milkers, There 
is nothing better for this purpose than 
bran oll cake, say six quarts of bran and 
two quarts of oil-meal per day. Until 
within a week or ten days before calving» 
the oil cake aud bran may be fed dry.

Profits of a Simali Farm 


The writer o: “ Ogden Farm Papers” in 
the American Agriculturiat gives tha follow- 
ing concerning a neighbor's farm + 

To begin with, then, his farm contains 
only a little moro than 26 acros. {t is a 
part of his business to buy and sell cows, so 
that his stock is constantly ya ying. It has 
ron, during the past year, fron eighteen to 
thirty head, averaging, probably, twenty-- 
five or twenty-six. Money made or lost on 
the cows is not included in the farm ae- 
counts, He makes ita practice to take all 
calves. his neighbors would otherwise 
“deacon,” put them on the nuree cows, and 
grow them to good veal condition. He also 
keepsa fewsheep. I asked him the other 
day what was a eale ostimate of the averaye 
number pastured in this field throughout the 
whole season. Ho answered, « twenty 
head.” Treplied that this was equal-to soil- 
ing. He eyidently thought that it was 
better, but he has never tried soiling. Afier 
going over the whole ground in detail, be 
gaye me the following statement of his 
actual cash sales for the year 1870. He 
bonght some gra'nand hired some pasture 
—enough, on a fair calculatioa, to balance 
the cost of keeping his teams at home, so 
that these sales are to be taken as covering 
the whole product of a little more than 26 
acres of land.

School Examination. 


School No. 4is held in the old hospital 
building, which might sérve to give a yivid 
idea of the school houses of half a century 
ago, as they were graphically described by 
Judge Sherwood on Wednesday. This stato 
of thelr apartments is a serious impediment 
tothe teachers’ efficiency, and entails ad- 
ditional labour upon them; nevertheless the 
reault of the examination proved that both 
Mr, Wm.

correctly the words given out to them, 

In the senior Cepartment, the pupils ex- 
hibited a very encouraging amount of pro- 
ficiency in all their studies, reading, including 
apeliing and detinition, history (of England), 
grammar, geography and arithmetic; the 
character of the writing was also satisfactory, 
and several of the pupila of both soxes 
wrote a fino, froo hand, ‘The singing also 
was very pleasing, tho strains being given 
with spirit, and. time and tune being well 
proserved, 

The Superintendent expressed himsely 
satisfied with the progress made during the 
quarter. Every school, ho had obsorved, had 
somo feature peculiar to itself,and tho apuclal 
characteristic of this school was the mutual 
regard and thorough understanding between 
the teachers and their pupils, and which he 
considered to be equally croditable to both 
parties, He would advise some of the achol- 
ara to get plainer copy lines, and copy them 
upon a larger scale, and they would improve 
in tholr weritiog much more rapidly. It was

Bismarck Interviewed. 


He Corrects a Mistake. 


The Gernians will Assist Thiers. 

Lowpoy, March 30,—A newspaper correspon- 
dent has obtained an interview with Bismarck, 
in which the state of alfsirs in Parle was discus: 
sed. After a courteous reception ond some 
preliminary conversation, during; which the 
Prince expressed his oppreciation of the good 
sense and consistency displayed by the people 
and Government of the United States during 
the war, he proceeded to fully give bis vlews on 
the situation and to defend tho position which 
Germany takes in the domestic difficulty of 
France, which was lo sabstance that ho denied 
that Germany bad seota message tothe Reda, 
declaring that she would not loterfere, but that 
sbe would malotalo friendly relations, and adds 
that there {a a mistuken idea prevalliog in Eog- 
land with regard to the position of Germany 
towards tho rioters In Parls. In consequence of 
a wrovg translation of the lester of Geueral 
Schloteln, the ‘Journal Offictel’ said that so 
Jong as the Germans were notiaterfered with, o 
passive aititude would be observed, This was 
made toread “friendly attitude,” a very differ- 
epttbiog. There have been only three tele~ 
grams sent from Germany relating to the riots, 
andtwo of them were of a elmply military 
character, Qaoo of these—my own—addressed 
to Fayre, was also misioterpreted. Io short, 
Germany will never loterfere with the foternal 
afairs of France, but ali must respyct and ob- 
serve the peace stipulations to the letter, and 
if, in orderto do this, the legitimate French 
Government appeals for ald, Germany will pro- 
bably extend it to o ceriaindegree. Germany 
will also ald the Goveroment of France to ea~ 
force law and order by relaxing the etrict regu- 
Jations of the peace preliminaries. Farther 
than this, Germany willbe passive. Germany 
will afford facilities for the concentration of 
Government troops, and, If necessary, give 
stance for suppressjog the commune 

He declares that the regular Govern 

ment isthe only one competent to Insure to 
Germany the payment of the promised Judem- 
nity, hence ho means to maintain it. He re-~ 
cogaizes the Reds as simplo rioters, and says 
tuat so soon as the Insurgents tranegress the 
terms of the convention concluded with the 
legitimate Goveroment of France, tuo Germans 
will treat them os rioters and disperse them by 
force of arms, bat so long as they do not trans~ 
gress the stipulations they will be let alone.
